2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sasaki US 6165581 for the reasons 
of record. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 4-4-2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that compounds used by Sasaki are fundamentally different 
from those presently claimed and that it would not have been obvious to use the 
presently claimed compounds in place of those taught by Sasaki. 

However a generic disclosure of the prior art directed to a recognizable small 
class of compounds having common properties which embrace the claimed 
compounds, is anticipatory not withstanding the fact that the claimed compounds are 
not specifically named. In Re Schaumann et al (CCPA 1978) 572 F2d 312, 197 USPQ 5 

Example 3 of Sasaki is clearly readily envisioned if not anticipatory to the 
compounds presently claimed.

Sasaki- example 3 



Invention 
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Sasaki, in this example which discloses the generic structure of present claim 1, 
discloses R groups of 50% C7H15 and 50% CgHi 9 are present for each R. Therefore 
some of the compound statistically embraces the claimed compound where all of the R 
groups are C7. 

Furthermore since Sasaki discloses that the side chains should have a molecular 
weight of 70 or more and an R group of C7 has a molecular weight of 1 57, the examiner 
deems that R groups of shorter lengths than in example 3 (molecular weight of 157 to 
70) would have been readily envisioned by one of ordinary skill in the art as taught by 
Sasaki. 

While applicants apparently argue that the claimed compounds have unexpected 
beneficial properties, no comparative evidence has been submitted.
